In suitable observance of 
America’s bicentennial, CSUS 
may well become the site of a 
revolutionary war with faculty and 
administration pitted against each 
other. 

So speculated Faculty Senator 
Erwin Kelly dunng an emergency 
meeting Monday of the Faculty 
Senate called to discuss CSUS 
President James G. Bond's refusal 
to postpone for this year the im- 
plementation of a Faculty Review 
Board. 

The board, a university-wide 
body which would review 
recommendations for  facuity 
promotion and tenure, is deemed 
by many faculty members as a mas- 
sive change in existing procedures. 

The faculty believes that it 
received inadequate time in which 
to respond to the document creat- 
ing the board before a Dec. 19 
deadline. 

in answer to President Bond's 
denial, the Faculty Senate moved 
to refuse to consult with the ad- 
ministration on the matier and 
designate its own deadlines.

Asking for a Faculty Senate res- 
ponse to the proposed board by the 


Dec 19 deadline does not 
constitute consultation, many 
faculty senators contend 

E. James Archer, Vice 


President for Academic Affairs, 
refused Faculty Senator Joe Mor- 
row’s invitation to reply to the 
motion 

Later in the meeting, Archer 
said that he had set the deadline for 
receipt of “critical comments.” 

“Nowhere does it say that come 
Dec. 20 the President (Bond) will 
impose something and if in fact you 
feel as you have indicated by your 
motion, that you cannot satis- 
factorily complete a consultative 
process by Dec. 19, then so be it 
and obviously nothing will be done 
on Dec. 20,” Archer said. 

Faculty Senate Chair Chris- 
topher Dyer-Bennet said it had 


been indicated that the new 
procedures would be utilized in the 
upcoming tenure and promotion 
recommendation cycle 

“I find your statement, in part, 
disingenuous,’ Dyer-Bennet said. 

Archer said that the new 
procedures would be implemented 
in this year’s cycle only after con- 
sultation 

“Il would not want to do it 
without consultation,” he said 

Rising from his chair, Morrow 
angrily questioned Archer: “How 
come you did the early tenure thing 
without consultation?” 

Morrow referred to the es- 
tablishment of new criteria for 
granting early faculty tenure. The 
Faculty Affairs Committee ex- 
amining these criteria 

Morrow's attempt to further 
question Archer was thwarted by a 
flurry of points of order. 

In the first of a series of related 
actions, the Faculty Senate 
instructed its executive committee 
to prepare an agenda to identify 
various topics dealing with faculty 
promotion, retention, and tenure 
that require faculty consultation. 

Until discussion of these topics 
is completed, the administration 
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has been requested not to im- 
plement personnel procedure 
changes 

The body also urged the ad- 
ministration to not execute 
procedural changes in this year’s 
tenure and promotion cycie. 

University departments, 
schools, and divisions were en- 
couraged to discuss faculty 


promotion, retention, and tenure 
at their meetings. 

President Bond has been asked 
to reply to the body’s actions by 3 
p.m. next Monday 

If by then President Bond fails 
to reply, there will be a general 
faculty meeting to discuss a further 
resolution. 


Food services warned to reduce operation

A local union official, who 
represents CSUS_ cafeteria 


workers, said campus food services 
must reduce its operation or face 
the consequences, possibiy even 
extinction. 

“The total operation (dining 
commons, north cafeteria and 
university union) is just costing 
them too much money,” said Pat- 
rick Coughlin, regional director for 
Local 411 of the Service Employees 
Union, in an interview with the 
Hornet Monday. 

Coughlin, who represents some 
60 full-time CSUS food service em- 
ployees, said the food service 
operation was making a profit “up 
until two years ago.” 

But then the unexplained losses 
began occurring, losses which have 
grown steadily worse, Coughlin 
said. 

Coughlin said one of the 
problems involves the status of his 
union at CSUS. 

“We're an open shop,” he ex- 
plained, “which allows union and 
non-union employees to work side- 
by-side.” 

Put the union, an AFL-CIO 
member, plans an organizing cam-

paign in the near future, possibly 
within six months, to require an 
election and get all the employees 
— students and full-timers — in- 
volved. 

“Right now, they're (the Hornet 
Foundation) just ripping students 
off,” Coughlin said, referring to 
reduced wage scales for part-time 
student workers. 

“It's kind of our fault,” 
Coughlin admitted, “...we have to 
get students organized though.” 

“We're going to represent these 
students as real workers, not just 
part-timers,” he vowed. 

According to Coughlin, 
students weren't even covered 
under unemployment or state 
disability insurance until this year. 
“And that’s a requirement by law 
that they be covered,” he said. 

“Management has implied that 


since they're student workers 
they're inferior,” he said. 
“That's bullshit,” Coughlin 


said, “now every student, every em- 
ployee, who wants to work, can 
work.” 

Another problem that Coughlin 
sees involves scheduling students at 
odd hours so that other em- 
ployees’, primarily  full-timers, 
work weeks can be juggled. “That's 
a bunch of crap,” Coughlin said 

“I know this juggling is all in the 


attitude of saving but they're not 
doing it.” Coughlin said 
One part of the operation where 


the problems are most acute is the 
dining commons. “They really lose 
a lot of money on that contract 
meal plan,” he said. 

“The dorms should be on a 
point system,” Coughlin said. 
Alone, the meal plan issue is not 
that significant, but coupled with 
the inability to schedule work 
properly and the high overhead, it 
only worsens the situation, ac- 
cording to Coughlin. 

“I know they're going to make a 


‘profit from the commons, the 


union and lose on the main 
cafeteria; that should cover it this 
year,” Coughlin said. “But I don't 
know about next year, they have to 


do something to reduce their 
overhead.” 
Although conditions are 


critical, the union hasn't gone on 
strike yet. Coughlin said the union 
is faced with several alternatives in 
attempting to respond to the finan- 
ciallytroubled Hornet Foun- 
dation. “We can talk, give them a 
break or strike,” he said. 

“But you just can’t go balls out,” 
Coughlin said, “you have to look at 
the total situation.” 

Asked about what effects the 
south cafeteria closing and subse- 
quent conversion to a vending 
center would have on employees, 
Coughlin said there would be “very 
little

Although the 1975 apple 
harvest is complete, the winter 
season at Apple Hill remains 


replete with attractions for the 
family which wishes to combine a 
pleasurable day’s outing with the 
experience of cutting one’s own 
Christmas tree. Such an experience 
is all too rare in this day and age of 
synthetics, but it is still available on 
the Hill 

Tree Harvest begins in full sw- 
ing Thanksgiving weekend. Five 
Christmas Tree farms have areas 
available for cutting, or if it’s too 
much work, pick out the tree and a 
person will cut and bag it for the 
buyer.

It certain department chairmen 
under the authority of the Dean of 
Students’ Office have their way, the 
administration and delivery of 
basic student services on this cam- 
pus will be seriously threatened 
and, just possibly, eliminated.

Student. ser- 
vices encompass everything from 
tutoring to dances anc concerts 
Under the present system these ac- 
tivities are carried out by a specific 
department designed to service he 
needs of Various student interests 

bach department often carnies 
on functions similar to. other 
departments: they publicize their 
program. advise students on the 
services they provide, and recruit 
students to participate in. their 
program. It seems logical that it 
might be easier to eliminate some 
departments small 
groups and establish a central of- 
fice of some sort that would do 
awas with the duplication of these 


catering to 


scrvices 

Is it. however. so logical? Three 
departments threatened — with 
climination under this plan are 


Veterans’ Services, the 


Educational Opportunity Program 
office. and Handicapped Student 
Services.

Last weekend | had the op- 
portunity to talk to two E.O.P 
counselors at UC Berkeley. Their 
program underwent a similar 
reorganization two years ago. Ac- 
cording to the Berkeley E.O.P 
reorganization — has 
meant that students now have to 
search all over campus and hunt 
from office to office in order to 
meet their program requirements 
The result has often been confusion 
and frustration for the individual 
student. In the words of my friends 
from Berkeley, “Don't let that 
happen at CSUS.” 

The developing reorganization 
plan for student services will be a 
disaster for all students if it is put 
into effect 

As I said earlier, this is no 
imaginary threat — the word is out 
that this plan will go into effect 
next semester. We would not be ac- 
ting as responsible students and 


counselors 
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departments decide it is in their 
best interests. and the best interests 
of the students they serve, to have 
their functions “reorganized” into 
some new and larger department 
We mist insist, however, that the 
Educational Opportunity 
Program, Handicapped Student 
Services, and the Veterans’ 


Program remain intact. We see no 
reason why these vital agencies 
cannot be allowed to continue their 
outstanding work in their present_ 
form. If the dean of students ts 
concerned about the need for 
closer scrutiny of the activities of 
these departments, let him 
schedule regular weekly meetings 
with their directors. 

We have taken this position in 
opposition to the emerging 
reorganization plan because we are 
concerned about the course of our 
university. We care deeply about 
the administration and growth of 
this institution 

Those of us who are students 
and all of us as taxpayers and 
residents realize that, in the final 
analysis, every employee from the 
President down works for us

With G-rated films few and far 
between these days, it probably will 
be a huge success at the box office, 
and it’s holiday release date won't 
hurt its grosses, either. But from 
the artistic viewpoint, the film is 
much less of a success than its 
predecessors 

The main fault lies with the at- 
rocious script and the even worse 
music. Both tail to do the remotest 
justice to the genius of Charles 
Dickens 

The script is

serious or funny, is full of corn, and 
generally what you would expect 
script written by two 
Readers Digest hacks. The music, 
by the usually very talented 
songwriter-performer Anthony 
Newley, is terrible. Newley has no 
sense of how to make his music fit 
the Victorian period in which the 
film is set. He even includes some 
rock music, something that Ken 
Russell tried in “Listzomania,” and 
the final result is no better here 
than in Russell's film.

This is a prime fault of the film 
Despite a huge budget, lavish sets 
and costumes, and other things, the 
film has no feeling for the age in 
which the story is set. It continually 
uses 20th century music, and ex- 


pressions in a 19th century setting. 
This could work in an out-and-out 
comedy like “Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail” but it is idiotic 
here 


The producers and writers even 
go so far as to refer to an 
unscrupulous lawyer as “Tricky 
Dick.” Now, | like Watergate 
humor as much as the next person 
but it is utterly out of place here 

With this going against them, 
the cast should be congratulated 
for doing as well as they do. An- 
thony Newley is very good as 
Quilp. one of Dickens’ most des- 
picable villains, adding a humor to 
the role which is very much in keep- 
ing with Dickens. But his own 
songs. with their unmistakable 
20th century air. defeats him 


Sarah Jane Varney, making her 
first appearance. does a very good 
job in the very difficult role of Lit- 
tle Nell. Anybody who has studied 
English Lit 101 knows that Little 
Nell is case number one in Dickens’ 
faults as a writer. She is sen- 
timental to the point of being 
ridiculous, one dimensional, and 
generally not a very good 
character. Ms. Varney does a truly 
remarkable job of bringing this 
character to life, and avoiding be- 
ing overly sweet. Her death scene is 
very nicely restrained, much less 
corney than that in “Love Story” 
for instance. 


Quilp is a good babysitter for 
young kids, and one of the few G- 
rated movies around, but as an 
adaptation of Dickens it ts very 
disappointing. Perhaps the fact 
they took one of Dickens’ least 
successful books for filming has 
something to do with it. But, con- 
sidering the quality of the writing 
in this film, they could have 
screwed any Dickens novel just as

Bertolt Brecht, the German 
playwright whose plays are being 
analysed and revived as much as 
any modern playwrite, was more 
cynical than Shakespeare's Romeo 
and Juliet about resurrecting a rule 
based on reason. “Yet I have heard 
he is not wholly of noble birth” 
remarks a good guy about making 
the Duchess only surviving off-spr- 
ing of the duchess into a ruling 
prince 

Brecht in his later years 
onginated “Objective drama,” 
designed to for the minimum of 
production, the maximum of 
imagination, and the substitution 
of audience emotion for audience 
thinking about social realities. But 
it Brecht only wanted us to analyse 
and not empathize with his 
characters, he quite failed 


Brecht, by providing us with 
this play and plays like The Mother 
and Mother Courage, is one of the 
few playwrights who provides 
gutsy lines and actions to women’s 
roles. Playwrights, rarely saw 
anything deeper than the 
stereotypes of women in society, so 
who gave much thought to the 
giggling ingenue, the understan- 
ding mother of Lassie, and the 
fawning princess?

5. Don't feel concerned if the ex- 
ercises produce a sense of fatigue 
during the first few days. This tired 
feeling will soon disappear. It is 
usually caused by overtoxicity.

Q: How can one use Yoga in 
everyday life routines?

Ervin tells tales, 
bores crowd with tal

Former U.S. Senator Sam Er- 
vin addressed a capacity audience 
in the Sacramento City College 
auditorium here last Thursday 
night. Ervin, who headed the 
Senate Watergate Committee, 
spoke of the history and im- 
portance of the First Amendment 

The aging and bejowled 
congressional constitutional ex- 
pert fidgeted nervously throughout 
his introduction, and began his 
remarks in the long, drawn out 
syllables that became so familiar to 
Americans in the course of the 
Watergate proceedings. In the 
manner that has turned him intoan 
American folk hero, Ervin opened 
his speech with a few of the folksy, 
down-home stories that won for 
him the admiration of the 
American people. But when the 
humor stopped and the senator 
began a long stumbling, and often 
redundant speech, the audience 
(which contained more gray hair 
than long hair) appeared to 
become lost in the dry 
constitutional rhetoric, and the 
aura of Senator Sam faded rapidly. 

The tree of knowledge was hung 
with such ornaments as “The First 
Amendment is all inclusive, and 
that’s the good thing about the 
First Amendment.” Also included 
among Ervin’s remarks was “I may 
not agree with what you say but I'll 
defend to the death your right to 
say it.” Such was the quality of the 
senator's extemporaneous oratory. 

When Ervin abruptly ended his 
speech and invited questions from 
the floor, the SCC Adult Cultural 
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3114 Fulton Avenue | 











Program audience responded with 
requests for autographs, his 
opinon of the death penalty, and 
his reaction to a congressional 
resolution condemning the Tur- 
kish genocide of Armenians in 
1915 

When asked if he supported the 
Equal Rights Amendment, Ervin 
said he did not, because he felt it 
was worthless because its goals had 
already been accomplished under 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964; that it 
would accomplish nothing new, 
and that he felt that all the women 
whoare working for the passage of 
the ERA should return to more 
profitable labors 

In response to a question on the 
possible effects of the First 
Amendment of the proposed SB |, 
Ervin said “S.B. | would result in 
tyranny over the minds of men, and 
would have a serious effect on the 
freedoms we so dearly cherish.” 

If Senator Ervin'’s speech was 
ill-prepared, then apparently his 
responses to questions were also 
inadequate, for much of his 
audience had left before he was 
finished. Maybe it was the pain of 
watching the fall of a media- 
created hero that sent them away, 
or perhaps it was the carefully 
worded responses to questions 
from the floor, but whatever it was, 
Senator Ervin’s North Carolina 
style of politics didn’t play in Sac- 
ramento.

The auditors found several 
outstanding six-month-old checks 
They said, “There is no procedure 
for periodic review and write off of 
old outstanding checks.” 

Bliss said, “It's money we owe 
to people that have never come to 
pick it up. We do need a procedure 
to write those off. I'm not so sure of 
the legitimacy of just arbitrarily 
writing them off. However, we're in 
the process of establishing a 


procedure.”

I didn’t get approval to 
do that last year, but lexpect to try 
again this year.” 

As recommended by _ the 
auditors, Bliss said “We have 
bought a new accounting machine 
to update the accounting.” He ex- 
pects the machine to lighten the ac- 
counting load. “This staff is grossly 
overworked since we've moved to 
the Union and picked up the 
Union's accounting.”
